As for the women on the oatside 
of the seboolhouse, it may be stated 
that mothers as a rule are not as 
much, but more, interested iu the 
education of their children than 
are fathers. This condition exist¬ 
ed even before the recent revival 
of interest in school affairs in¬ 
augurated by the Kentucky Fed¬ 
eration of Women’s Clubs. It ex¬ 
isted before the act of the last leg¬ 
islature which made Kentucky 
mothers for the first time part 
owners of their own children. 

Where education ia begun at 
home it is usually the mother and 
not the father who teaches the 
child to read aud write. This ed¬ 
ucational sympathy in mothers 
follows the child into the school¬ 
room. The mother as a rule knows 
better what the child is doing, 
what he is missing and needing in 
echool aud what sort of a person 
his teacher is than does the father.
